IniurKpntft Will Fight to Win. 

New York, Jan. 18.— Tlie World 
this morning priuts an interview with 
Qtaeial Rnii Riveiii obtained in field 
a«ur Onnco, u«ar Pinttt del Rio. In 
tills ixrterriew Gtoneral RlTem says : 

"I do not wish to criticise oar friends 
In the United States, for I believe them 
(referring to the jxmta) patriotic men 
and HtrivuiK to do their best for Cnba . 
but we here in Pinar del Rio have been 
lomewhat nejileoted. 

"Great reliance was placed upon CJen- 
vral Maceo, onr beloved eoniuiaTidor, 
and it was thought tliat he rould not 
only defeat the (>nemy in the province, 
but finally make a junction with Gomez. 
But he knew, and onr fri(>nd.s should 
have IcnoNvn also that 4,00() or 5,(X)0 or 
10,000 men, poorly armed and nio.it of 
the time with but scanty anii|innition, 
could not prevail afiain.'^t .iO,000 well 
armed and wi^ll fed troop.s. One or two 
swell expeditions landed one at Cor- 
ri' ntoes Bay but otherwise for niiu^ 
nioiit lis we have been depending upon 
our htrategy and knowledge of the pro- 
vince to keep us out of a pitched battle. 

"Speaking with reft rence to cannon, 
I wisn it could be communicated to onr 
friends in the United States that can- 
nons are more in the way of ourselves 
than that of the enemy in the luroTince. 
In the first place they are inoonyenient 
to take about over the hills, through the 
district of Mauugua and among the 
woods. The cannon we have now rep- 
resents an outlay |4,000 or |5,000 and 
yet almost 1,000 rifles could be pur- 
chased for that snm. Of course, when 
we are in a position to assault Havana, 
heavy guns will be a neceHsity. Do we 
expect to do so? Ne, not very soon; 
•boat the end of winter, I hope. 

"Then is certainly nothing to be 
itained by making statements that are 
nntme, or that I no not believe in my- 
self. It woold be wrong for me to give 

take care of onnelveB, no matter what 
happeu.. Indeed, now that yon are 
here representing a paper that has been 
trae to OS from the beginning, I hope 
mji^ statements will reach those who are 
Mideavori^g to aid i^ direqtly and as- 
dai then iiLntivlag M JaroiMr eonola* 
nons. 

"Some of my best friends may criti- 
oiM me for speaking so pLiinly, but I 
ypeih the* Oobans of New York, Pliila- 
dfdphia, Jfchsoi^yille and Key West to 
know we here in Finar del Rio, like onr 
brothers of the Orient, are willing to 
dla for Cuba or to win. We can not 
figfit alone with our hands, nor even 
with miichctes, against an enemy that 
is fully e<iuipped, fed and drilled. 

"We'do not need men and above all 
we de not want foreigners to tome un- 
less they are nu n of military science. 
It is not, as you know, because of any 
lack of ai>prt'ciation for the sympathy or 
assistance of the foreigner. We pray to 
God that the Anicri<'an nation exists 
and Ave know and ai)preciato the great 
help it has bciai to us. 

"Wo do not want young Americans 
to come to Cuba as ti)_'litcrs. Not one in 
10 knows a word of the language of onr 
country — a language* we would change if 
we could, since wo dislike evcrj-tliing 
Spanish. 

"There were, perliaps, 40 or 50 Ameri- 
cans with Maceo when lie entered tl.is 
province, but I do not believe there are 
a half dozen of tliem left. 

"I do not know how tienenil Gomez 
feels in this particular, but as far as I 
am concerned, I do not want any for- 
eigners. There are plenty of Cubans in 
the United States who should be, and I 
presume are, willing and anxioos to 
come to the assistauq^.of (heir fighting 
brethren. If men aMto M wiit, let 
Oabwu he the.men. 

"HMt as • inatter of fact we are not 
in need of men ^ at all. The whole ua^ 
tive impolation is with us, and I am 
coniident u» army of 00,000 could be 
idaoed in Havana province before the 
winte^ is ove^ if we had but the arms 
and ammunition. Our Cubans are 
taive and patriotic and willing io die 
our republic, but th^jr am not jret 
itrong enotigh to face an enemy's bullet 




before the winter ends. We nave that 
ipanr men waiting in the province 
irfiiw WM liitko MM up arms. 

"Sin mm not tUak that the force 
irlta If iiiUjwtceo entered the province 
has hvacL l^Biw off by the enemy- No, 
his men are atill in Pinar del Rio and 
are only awaitlnft the ammnnitidn. 
Kone have nurrendored. They are move 
in earnest than ever. In variooa p^aofM 
throughout the.moviaoe we have guns 
and machetes hiaden->perhaps there are 
2,P00 of the former i|nd 8,000 of thelat- 
ter^bnt ammunition is wanted and we 
muft wait. 

"Shall I make an aggressive move- 
ment soon? I can not answer that 
nitely. I will not call nponthfiae wno 
are living quietly on plaMHUiw in 
the towns or vilhiges until I have arms. 
As it is, I am compelled to keep 40,000 
or 50,000 troops of tho enemy worrying 
and not yet sutrering any serious lo.sses 
ourselves. For two weeks or more we 
have been entirely inactive here, but 
Delgados aud Morales are fighting a 
littie at the 8onth.| 

"There bos been one redeeming fea- 
ture at least," concluded General Ri 
vera, "connected .with this campaign in 



Pinar del Rio. The enemy has concen- 
trated all his attention upon this prov- 
ince and while we have>not suffered in 
any way, we have demonstrated that 
we could remain in the province and 
balk a big army aud n^y generals. 

"Another ai#t^r which is vastly more 
important it that wfaiue Weyler nas di- 
rected all Us efforts against na, Ck>mez, 
cur beloved oommander-in-ohie^, east of 
Havana, has been well preparing for his 
march westward. Gomes will enter 
the field with a much larger number of 
men than were the combined forces last 
year, and, you mark me, he will sweep 
Havana well."

Bavagw^ of ToUow Vlsver 
•a< SmaUipox. 

Wasiiinoton, Jan. 18. — The current 
number of the public henlth reports, is- 
sued b7 the marine hospital service, 
contains a reixnt from Simitary In- 
spector Burgess at Havana, who says : 
"During the week ended .Tnn. 7 there 
were HOO deaths in tlie city ; 01 of which 
were caused by yellow fev(T, with ap- 
proximately 170 new «Mes; 78 were 
caused by smallpox, wiln 703 new cases 
approximately ; 8 were oansed by entsric 
fever, 8 by so-ciQIed pernicious fever, 4 
by paludal fever, t hy diphtheda, 16 by 
(lyseutery, 18 Vf ententis, 1 hj the 
grippe, 8 by pnmmionia, and 87 by 
tuberculosis. Sixty of the 01 deaths 
from yellow fever during the week were 
among Spanitdi soldiers in the military 
liospitals, while all of the 78 deaths 
from smallpox occurred among civilians 
in the4ifferent parts of the city. 

"Yellow fever, on the whole, rather 
diminishes as might be expected from 
the cooler weather which has been pre- 
vailing for some time, hat smallpox in- 
creases." 

The vice consul general of the United 
States at Port au Prince, Hayti, under 
date of Dec. 16, n^ports that the yellow 
fever epidemic which prevailed there 

has ceased its ravages. 

Henry S. Cnminero, sanitary inspect- 
or at Santiago dt^ (Juba, says that 
deaths have been reported during the 
week ended Jan. 2, of which three were 
from yellow fever. The latter disease 
ha.-; abated somewhat, but the inspe<"tj^r 
■aiys tliat as a new regiment arrived 
from Spain .Tan. I, he h;u'< no doubt that 
the fever canoH will again increase. Ma- 
laria is, as usual, ca nilngman y victims.

AVENGE PHILLIPS. 
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Foro«s to Attack the King 
BealB in HIa Lair. 

LoKDon, Jan. 18.— The Biitiah gov- 
sniment has not lost any time in mak- 
ing arrangements to avenge Consul 
Phillips and his party, massacred bj' 
the inhabitants of Benin City, west 
Doost gf Africa. About 16 ofl^cers and 
officials sailed from Liverpool for the 
Guinea ooast, and WW sloces will fol- 
low next week. 

The British yrvt TSSSSM on that sta- 
tion will furnish a landing party of oOO 
blue jackets, which, with 300 Haussa 
troops, will form an expedition whicli 
will ascund tlie river in launches to 
Sapeli. Thence this force will nnux'h 
about 25 miles to Benin City, whose 
most fornii<lable defens(^ is a rampart of 
malarial swamps. T\w expedition is 
]-rovided with niachimi guns and n)ck- 
ers, whicli are intended to wipe out the 
KiuK of Benin. It irf e.vpected that the 
operations will be finished by the end 
of February, before the rainy season 
(•o:umei:ces. The nnirch from Sapeli is 
exjx'cted to be a ticklish piece of work. 
Tliere is merely a jungle path opened, 
and ambuscades may be expected. 

FOUND ~Dg AD IN T HE FIELD. 

Myatoriou Mnrdw of Vrank Oladdsa Men r 
Doflaneo^^ 

Defiance, O., Jan. 18.— Prank Glad, 
den, a young man residing east of this 
city, was murdertnl in a mysterious 
manner Saturday morning by an un 
known assassin. Gladden worked on a 
fiirm near Ckmtinental, obout 18 miles 
east of this city. He Was working alone 
in a field loading a comfeeder when the 
crime was committed. A neighbor who 
drove past saw Gladden lying on his 
face near the wagon. He carried the 
unconscious man to the house, where it 
was discovered that a bulh^t had entered 
his bock just between the shoulder 
blades. Ghidden died wiUidat regain- 
ing consciousness. * 

An elimination of the ground where 
Qla^i^n lay showed that some one had 
walked ac ross the ^eld near tQ where 
he stood, then turned and retraced his 
steps to the road. The officials are mak- 
ing every effort to get snm trace of the 
murderer, and^ have secured a couple of 
trained bloodhcn^n^is \o hunt him down. 
Friends of the murdered man can assign 
no cause for the crime.

WASHVfUTON, Jan. 18.— The friends 
of the Nicarsgua canal bill expect it tr 
be taken tip early in the week in the 
senate and that it vtfll retain Its place 
at the head of the calendar until dis- 
posed of. Tho bill will lead to consid- 
erable debate before voted on, but its 
advocates are very hopeful of its piuss- 
age. Senator Morgan will Iiave chargt 
of the measure in the senate and will 
try to reach a rote before the end of the 
week. His success in that undertaking 
will depend upon whether there ar* 
many senators wlio desire to be lieard 
on the bill. So far very few have indi- 
cated an Intention to speak. Senator 
Perkins will make on effort, if oppor- 
tunity ofTers, to get up the bill for a 
non-partisan \abat commission, and in 
this he likely vrill be antagonized by 
Senator Frye with the Hawaiian cubic 
biU. 

Senator Chandler will introduce thi 
caucus committee's bill for an intemu- 
tional monetoiy oonferenoe early in the 
week, and will ask to have it voted upon 
without going through a committee. 
So far Senator Pettigrewis the only 
member of the senate who has an- 
nounced his intention to oppose the bill 
by vote, though it is exjjectetl that 
others, while giving it no effective oppo- 
sition, will take the position that notli- 
ing can be accomplished by internation- 
al action. Mr. Pettigrew will make a 
speech against the bill, taking the posi- 
tion that to seek an international agree- 
ment amounts to making this country a 
suppliant of England, which is, he says, 
the chief beneficiary of the present sys- 
tem. 

The legislative, executive and judicial 
and the military aciidemy appropriation 
bills will be n ported from the commit- 
teo on appropriations, and their Sirly 
consideration will be a.sked. 

An effort may be made in executive 
scs.sioji to reopen the discussion of the 
extradition treaties, hut this will 1k^ re- 
sisted by the committee on foreign re-

Nothlna of Very Great Importance !■

WASRiNaTOS, Jan. 18.-rThe coming 
week in the house is Ukely to be un- 
eventful. There are no bills of great 
national importance on the hous(^ cal- 
endar which are to bo deljated unless 
the supporters of the Nicaragua canal 
projeot should suooeed in pfrsuaduig 
the committee on rules toonign them 
one or more days for consideration of 
that measure. 

l)n Tuesday Mr. Mcf'all of Massachu- 
setts will bring up the Yost-Tucker 
eletion contest from tlie Tenth district 
of Virginia. The coiumittee report is 
in favor of Mr. Tucker, the sitting 
member, who is a Deiuocrat and his 
.sidn of the contest will be iiia-^u'ed by 
Chairman M(;(^all, a Rei)ubiie;!ii. wliilo 
Jlr. Walker, the only Republican mem- 
ber from Virginia will handle Mr. 
Yost's case. One rlay of the week will 
be given to the pension committt'e for 
the passajce of the bills ^hich have 
been reported to the hOOSe fktm the IVi- 
day night sessions.

CALAMITY FOR L gAbVILLE. 

1mm— ss Fkmfs That Draia the Bier 
liltaM Pall*d Out. 

IjXADVILLE, Colo., .Tan. 18. — The crisis 
in the troubles which Leadville has un- 
dergone since hist June has been reached 
and a calamity far worse than the strike 
of' the metaiUo miners here has over- 
tiken the camp. For the flrst time in 
the 16 years, the imneose pumps that 
have drained the big mines on Carbon- 
ate Hill, the wealthy center of Lead 
ville, have been pulled out, while the 
pipe lines connecting are to bo removed 
at once. 

Th(!re are miles of workings on Car- 
bonate Hill, and these will probably fill 
up slowly, so tliat the downtown work- 
ings may not be re:;ched by the rush of 
waters for a montli or two. It is, how- 
ever, only a question of time, and a 
month will undoubtedly find many 
mines idJe as a result of the floo<l. The 
determination to pull out the iiunips is 
owing to tlie failure of the owners of 
wet mines to agree to pay for the 
pumping, wbioh oasts over |B,000 a 
week. .

SIAMESE NEED A LESSON. 

Th« ITnlted States Gnnhoat MaohUui Ov- 
derad to Proceed to Bangkolt. 

Washinoton, Jan. 18.— At the in- 
stance of the state department the KCC- 
rctary of the navy has ordered the gun- 
boat Machias to Bangkok, the capital of 
Siam, and she has sailed already from 
Canton, China, for that place. She will 
stop on the way at Hong-Kong only 
long enough to take on a supply of coal. 
The mission of the ship, according to 
the records of tho n.ivy departiiiont, is 
to "protect American interests," but 
the nu^re definite rea.soii ff)r the trij) is 
to afford Mr. Barrett, the United States 
minister and consul gi ueral at Bangkok, 
nioriil support in ecrtaiii irpn sentations 
he has made to th" Siaiin sr gnveriiiiient 
in respect to the treatment of Mr. Kd- 
ward V. Kellett, the vice consul general 
there. 

Mr. Kellett has become involved in 
troubli of some sort with the Siamese 
oftieials, and, although the state de])art- 
meiit aH'ords no information on the sub- 
ject, it is gather' d that he has been ill- 
treated and subjected to assault by 81' 

amese soldiers. 

It is lu'lieved that the afTair growS OUt 
of the old Cheek claim, which has been 
the subject of correspondence between 
the state department aud the Siamese 
government for several years. Oheek 
was an American who left a large es- 
tate, including plantations and ele- 
phants, in Siam, bnt the Siamese offi- 
cials objected to the heirs taking jkis- 
sessiou and the property has been in 
litigation. 

Tho Siamese officials learned s(mie 
time ago that some of the elephants on 
the property had been sold ofi', and as 
Mr. Kellett was connected with the 
movement he sufifi-red from their re- 
sentment. Wliile vice consul general 
at Bangkok, Mr. Kellett is not a salaried 
official, and is believed to be engaged in 
private business, which perhaps has in- 
volved him in his present tronole. It is 
not believed that any conflict will aripe 
over this affair, biit it is deemed best to 
have a warship at Bangkok, according 
to the stiggestion of Minuter Bahwtt, to 
afford him moral support and remind 
the Siamese that there Is such a country 
as the United States, inasmuch as thof 
have not seen our flag on a man-of-war 
for the last Ave yean. The distance 
fromOanton to Bangkok is about 1,600 
miles, and as the Machias must stop at 
Hong-Kong for a dav or two she will 
probably take a week for this trip. 

HELb~ UP~ >r S ALOON. 

Tliree Maaked Men Terrorised a Suburb of 
Culuiiibuii, O. 

Coi.i'MBUS, Jan. 18.— Three masked 
men Saturday night terrorized the ham- 
let of Shepherd's station, a suburb of 
Oolumbns. Bntering Fnunk Wilson's 
saloon they proceeded to hold up th3 
crowd at the bar at the point of their 
revolvers in true western stylo. They 
went through the pockets of the saloon 
loungers, taking money and watches. 
They next took the contents of the cash 
register, $26.60, and left. 

On the street they held up Frank 
Huffman, toller of the First National 
bank of Columbus, and relieved him of 
his watch and (4 in silver. As they 
rode out of the town they stopped Henry 
Anthony, who with Mrs. Anthony was 
driving to his home in Oahanna. From 
lum they secured $10. The village con- 
stable and everybody else was too mnch 
scared to make any resistance. The 
Columbus police have no clew to the 
identity of the masked men.

TM PLAGUE IN INDIA. 

It Is Far Worse Than Ev*r 
Heretofore Reported. 

FAE WORSE THAN THE FAMDni 

Sjnnpatliy of Great Britain In Arovaed. 

Appeal« Sriil to \iniTlr;i Iiiiiii' t !oim l or 
the Siift-orvm WIH Bo Ucii>i vod With 

Oratitude— Pilgrim* In Great Oaagar 
and May Ba Abandoasd EatlMljr. 



LoxDON, Jan. 18.— For some time past 
everything has pointed to the fact that 
India is face to face with the most ap- 
palling calamity since the British occu- 
pation. The spri'iid of the pL-.gue eaiiie 
almost with dramatic suddenness on the 
lu'cls of the famine and created through- 
oat Europe a feeling of the greatest 
alarm. Up to the present the two visi- 
tations have been confined to seperate 
areas, but it is extremely probable that 
tlie ])l<igne will en; long reach the famine 
(lisiricts, owing to the impossibility of 
preventing the migration of the pauic- 
strickon natives, and should this turn 
out to be the case, competent authorities 
look forward to terrible mortally, as the 
plague germs will find fruitful soil in 
the eina< iated iiativrs. 

The Indian government seems hardly 
to have foreseen such a gigantic under- 
taking as that of relieving the necessi- 
ties of over 80,000,000 of people, and its 
ready actiuiescence to the proposition to 
appeal to private charity indicates that 
it now reci gnizes the insuflioienoj of its 
arrangement. 

The sympathy of < ireat Britain is now 
thoroughly aroused, and relief funds 
have been started in all the chief towns. 
The Mansion liouse fund is api)roaching 
|4.50,(X)O, and it is hoped that the total 
of the fund will reach at least |;5,.')00,- 
000, which was the amount subsc ribi d 
for the relief of the sufterers of the last 
famine. 

The newspapers, however, urge that 
some more drastic measure be adopted, 
and one of the weekly papers suggests 
that piirliament vote a big grant or lend 
India £lo,0ou,0U0. A press representa- 
tive called on the lord mayor, Mr. 
Qeorge Faudel Phillips, after the meet- 
ing at the Mansion House. At that 
meeting a resolution was moved by the 
Duke of Connaught, recognizing it to 
be a public duty to a:<sist in the work of 
extending the relief mersures, and a 
motion of Henry Hobhouse, M. P., 
which invited thecoun^ officials and 
clergy to co-operaio in the relief work, 
were adopted. 

The loitl mayor snid he was hopeful 
that Americans would co-operate, and 
he wrote the followiiig statement which 
he asked to be pnbliwed in the United 
States : 

"The lord mayor of London will re< 
ceive with profound jpratitude any dona- 
tions from the people of America for tho 
India famine relief iunds. He invites 
the junior branch oi the united family 
to emphasize their n- ble feeling toward 
the mother country which tho mother 
country clierisl-.ed f-i tliem." 

Frmn the Euro] « an point of view, 
tho plague is a matt.'i* of graver concern 
than the famine. All the continental 
governnuMits are i:fi )ptiiig jin caution- 
ary measures at tl > i)orts, and ilie im- 
Ijort from India of i-; gs, linen and other 
articles capable of c i.iveying germs are 
prohibited, and it is .iiiiiouneed that a 
Euroj)ean eont'erell ■ ■ will be held at 
Rome to consider t!n adoption of com- 
bined iiiensnres to iirevent the plague 
from invading Europe. 

The Uussian giwrnment has sent 
d(Hnors to Persia to watch the jiro^rress 
of the disease, and if it ai)pears in either 
Persi.a, Afgiianistau Kasligar, the 
Kus.siun frontier w.!i b ■ iiiiiuediat^'ly 
closed. 

The Iiulian poveriinu'iit has di ;;i;'tehed 
the director general of the meoieai serv 
ice to study the plague at Hombay anri 
two chief officials of the sanitary statf 
have also gone there to arrange for 
measures to minimize the chances of the 
spread of tht^ plague to Mecca, which, if 
it occurn'd, probably mean the invasion 
of Egypt. The Egyptian government 
has decided that if the plague should 
api)ear in i\j-abia no Egyptain pilgrim 
will be allowed to return until tne dis- 
ease there shall have become extinct. 
Moreover, no pilgrim would in that case 
be allowed to leave Egypt unless he 
could prove that he had means of sub- 
sistence for a six months' stav in Hed- 
jase, otherwise the Laud of Pilgrimage. 

The Mecca pilgrimage is now a souroe 
of the greatest anxiety to European gov- 
ernments, aud it is urged on many 
sides that the pilgrimage ought to be 
stopped. It appears that at the inter- 
national sanitary counsel at Constantin- 
ople, tho Austrian delegation proposed 
that the pilgrimage from India should 
be prohibited, but the Turkish delega- 
tion opposed this on the ground that it 
would trench on an essential part of the 
Mohammedan faith. 

The Daily News publishes a long 
article advocating i^Yihibition of the 
pilgrimage, and suggests that the En* 
ropean imnisters at Teheran and St. 
Petersburg induce the Shah and the 
ocar to proclaim the closing of the chan- 
nels of pUgiimage, while tha TnxUA 
authoriaVes dose tho port of Jeddah. 

Great Britain, under treaty arrange- 
ments, can prohibit Afghan pilgrims 
from traversing India, and oan also stop 
the efflux from Baluchistan. The Aus- 
trian g(^rmnient has decided to pre- 
ve^t, sqlteM possible, the pilgrimage 
from B|H|Kd Herzegovina.

Alibis 
worlc is done by band, and some of it is 
beautiful. There are heavy silver brace- 
lets, which open with a hinge and fasten 
with au odd little staple. The fine rais- 
ed pattern is oak oat, erery bit of it, by 
hand. There are gold riags made fa tfae 
same way. They are flue rings, made of 
24 carat K^^ld. Almo.st nothing is kept 
iu stock. There may chance to be a few 
rings uud LraceUtN, wliidi are taken 
from a umall safe. Most of the goods 
are made to order. When the mannfao- 
tnrer is asked the price of a ring, he 
weighs it before he answers. His scales 
consist cf a slciuler Htick of ivory, per- 
liaps u third of a yard lonp, covered 
with Chinese obaracteiH. At ouo end is 
a small brass plate suspended from the 
stick by fine threads, and a very small 
weight, also haugiug by a thread, is 
moved along to the balancing point by 
tlie jeweler us ho holds tha little ma- 
chiuu iu his hand.
